New York, July 9.—Thomas Scott, 
of the firm of Scott & Sons, wool im- 
porters, says, in reference to Mr. Mills’

„ American” Discusses the Indian 
Question—Some Pertinent Sug- 
gestions— Ete. 


Regular Correspondence GazettE } 
ELxo, July 8, 1888. 


Eprror Gazette: While it is a fact 


that the grass for pasture and hay 
purposes was never better than it is 


now. throughout Elko and Eureka 
counties and in the northeast portion 
of White Pine, there is nevertheless 
another fact equally true; that the 
ranchers along the Humboldt_ river, 
from Deeth to the Sink, will not have 
more than half a crop in many places. 
In certain localities on the river there 
will be no attempt to cut the meagre 
crop now standing, it being too thin 
and short on the ground for the mower 
to take hold. The ranchers and stock- 
men on the upper Humboldt are not 
wholly without blame themselves for 
this calamity, if it may be socalled. 
The Humboldt, at this point, is now 
flowing a large volume of water and it 
seems to be great negligence in some 
quarter that this water is not utilized. 
This water should have been utilized 
by our ranchers, and it would seem to 
one that they have been guilty of ne- 
glect to themselves which has re- 
bounded to their detriment. Some 
few here and there have built dams 
and erected dykes, thereby causing 
the overflow of water upon the adja- 
cent meadows, and their enterprise is 
now rewarded by a full crop of hay, 
while their less thoughtful and less 
enterprising neighbors sat by, seem- 
ingly content, as the large volume ol 
water flowed down the river unused. 


Heretofore the river has overflowed its 
banks, inundating the meadows; hence 
the seeming neglect. They all now 
seem to realize their mistake when it 
is too late for this year; but steps will 
be taken during early fall to * — 
n dams in the river and aykes 
in the . 80 as to avoid a like 
mistake in the future. 


WESTERN SHOSHONE INDIANS. 

It seems that this small bunch of 
Indians located upon the Western 
Shoshone Agency, Elko county, have 
caused some excitement among the 
citizens of southwestern Idaho, partic- 


ularly the isolated ranchers and stock- 
men in the vicinity of Big Springs, 
Oreana, Jordan valley, Catharine, 
Mary and Cassa creeks. It also seems 
that Governor Stevenson of Idaho has 
addressed a letter to the authorities at 
Washington in relation to the matter; 
hence, it becomes a subject for invest- 
igation, and the proper authorities 
should visit upon the guilty parties, 
be they Indians or whites, adequate 
punishment if any’ redation has 
been committed of any hostile move- 
ment contemplated by the Indians. 

From the best iniormation that 1 
have been able to gather, and from 
my own knowledge of the Western 
Shoshone Indians, I fear the good 
Governor of Idaho has been imposed 
upon by placing too much confidence 
in unreliable information when he 
says the Western Shoshone Indians 
have threatened to commit depreda- 
tions upon the citizens of Idaho. I 
have resided in ths country some 
twenty years and 1 can sately bear 
testimony that I never came in vontact 
with a more friendly, docile and in- 
dustrious set of Indians than those at 
the Western Shoshone Indian Agency, 
particularly the Shoshones proper. 
Vuring the Bannock war of 1878 this 
band of Indians remained peaceable 
upon their reservation attending to 
their duties, notwithstanding they had 
been repeatedly urged and finally 
threatened by an Indian courier from 
the Bannocks to join them in their 
hostility against the whites, yet they 
remained peaceable upon their reser- 
vation and gave no aid or comfort to 
the enemy. 

To show the peaceable character of 
my Indian friends, the Shoshones, I 
will, by your permission, relate an in- 
cident as a substantial proof of their 
friendship to the whites, when the 
Bannocks were on the war path in 
1878. Leaving Fort Hall they overtook 
Bruneau John, a Shoshone, who was 
returning from a visit to some friends 
at Fort Hall reservation. The Ban- 
nocks pressed him into service to as- 
sist them and he pretended to heartily. 
join their mad force. They were 
making for Bruneau valley, where a 
large number of white settlers were 
located with their families with whom 
Bruneau John was well acquainted. 
In their onward course Bruneau John 
fell behind and 


his white friends an incalculable serv- 
ice by saving the lives of innocent 
men, women and children in Bruneau 

. As soon as the Bannocks were 
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ested act of friendship on the 
Bruneau John that never will 
gotten by the old settlers of Bruneau 
valley. When these acts of unques- 
tionable friendship and great service 
were re to the Honorable Indian 
was sent by the Government 
with an exceedingly handsome silver 
medal, with appropriate inscriptions 
thereon, and was directed to present it 
and explain the purposes of the Gov- 
ernment in the presentation. The 
presentation was made in the presence 
of the tribe assembled and he was told 
that the Big Chief at Washington sent 
him this medal as an appreciation of 
his friendship and bravery in endan- 
gering his life to save the lives of in- 
nocent people in Bruneau valley. I 
am most positive that these people 
did not commit any act that could be 
construed into hostility towards the 
whites or had any in contemplation, 
but are now peaceable at their reser- 
vation. 
NHE NoTorIoUs ‘‘BIG IM. 


If there were any hostile demonstra- 
tion, which I presume from accounts 
there must have been, it was done by 
the roving renegade Indians that hover 
in and around the Juniper, Stein and 
South mountains. There is a small 
bunch of had Indians that wander 
around the country above described, 
and often visit the white settlements 
at the creeks and valleys before men- 
tioned, under the leadership of Big 


Jim, a notorious bad Indian. His 
total following does not exceed from 
eighty to one hundred, made up chiefly 
of renegades from the Bannocks, 
Piutes and neighboring tribes of East- 
ern Oregon. Many of them escaped 
from Fort Hall after the soldiers had 
placed them upon the Government 
reservation. Big Jin with his band 
has been perambulating over that 
country for a number of years, and 
when drunk he is not only dangerous, 
but a terror to the white women and 
children, scaring them when it suits 
bis convenience by his rudeness and 
ill behavior. He will murder an 
isolated, wandering prospector or cow- 
boy, and when hungry steal and kill 
the cattle belonging to stockmen; in 
fact, this Indian is the one that has 
created all the late excitement and is 
doubtless guilty of all the acts charged. 
The attention of the Government 
has been repeatedly called to the 
hostile behavior of Big Jim and his 
following, yet no active steps have been 
taken to remove this terror to the 
white settlers of southwestern Idaho. 
In 1884 I was directed to communi- 
cate with Big Jim, and finally got him 
to visit the reservation with a portion 
of his band undera promise of pro- 
viding them with some rations and 
clothing as soon as | could get author- 
ity from the Indian office, but no pro- 
vision was made by the Government 
for sustenance or clothing, and finally 
after waiting six weeks he left with 
his band, in big disgust for his old 
haunts, saying the Government ‘‘heap 
tulk lies; no good. Big Jim's family 
consisted of seven wives and eleven 
children. The good Western Sho 
shone Indians were happy and felt 
safe when he left. In fact the Gov- 
ernment is to blame for all these 
Indian troubles by not complying with 
their promises. it is the duty of the 
Government to immediately gather 
up this straggling tribe of hostile In- 
dians and place them upon some res- 
ervation where they can be made to 
learn the arts of industry and thereby 
partially provide for their maintenance 
und remove the dread of Big Jim’s 
presence from among the peacapble 
settlers. The cost of maintaining 100 
Indians is insignificant. Those main- 
tained at the Western Shoshone 
Agency have not cost, one year with 
another, on an average over fourteen 
cents per day per head. This includes 
not only their supplies of all kinds, 
but also salary of agent and employes, 
transportation and all other kind and 
character, including medical attend- 
ance’ and incidentals. The insignifi- 
cant sum of $5,000 will maintain per 
year Big Jim and his following. He 
should be located at Fort Hall reser- 
vatior as there is now some 400 Ban- 
nocks already there and the major 
portion of his band belongs to that 
tribe. AMERICAN.
